SACRAMENTO— Legislative action 
on a proposal for the state to acquire 
the James W. Marshall museum, now 
owned by Miss Margaret Kelly of Kel- 
sey, and transfer it to a suitable build- 
ing in the Marshall state park at Co- 
loma, was completed yesterday. 


The bill now goes to Governor Mer- 
riam for his approval. 


Sponsored in the Senate by Senator 
Pierovich of Jackson, and in the As- 
sembly by Assemblyman Mayo, the 
measure carries an $18,000 appropri- 
ation. 

Of this amount approximately $7,500 
will be paid to Miss Kelly and asso- 
ciates who, through the years, collected 
and preserved many mementoes of the 
man who discovered gold in Califor- 
nia. 

The balance of the amount will be 
expended in providing an adequate 
water system on the Marshall park. 

Included in the museum purchase 
will be the historic Marshall blacksmith 
shop. 


Miss Kelly, a pioneer resident of 
Northern California, knew Marshall, 
personally.

finance a bond issue of sufficient size 
to install the proposed project. 

“On July ist, of this year, the total 
bonded indebtedness of the City of 
Placerville will be $84,500 and if the 
proposed bond issue is authorized next 
Tuesday, the total will then be $134,- 
500. The city is at present retiring 
this bonded indebtedness at the rate 
of $5,500 per year. 

“The exisiting system of sewage dis- 
posal, which has been in operation 
since Placerville was first founded, is 
not only unsanitary and-unsatisfactory

| “It should be noted that the rate of 
interest on the proposed bond issues

‘In Fires 


1986 Season Worst 
In History, State 
Forester Avers 


SACRAMENTO (lP)—The worst for- 
est fire season in history, attributable 
, principally to careless smokers, incen- 
' diarists and debris-burners, devastated 
| 946,850 acres in California during 1936, 
| according to a compilation by Merrit 
B. Pratt, state forester. 

Pratt’s survey estimated financial 
loss from the conflagrations, some of 
which ate into the state’s most beau- 
tiful redwood forests, was $3,173,705, 
During the year, 6,113 fires were re- 
ported, with a majority believed to 
have started from cigarette butts or 
matches thrown carelessly aside. Such 
thoughtlessness was responsible for 
1,364 of the 3,905 fires which swept over 
lands directly under the protection of 
the state division of forestry, Pratt 
said. 

More than half a million acres of 
brush and grasslands were blackened, 
while 111,292 acres of lumber timber,

valued at $1,083,149, were razed. Losses J 


from blazes which burned over 40,000 
acres of young timber stands were es- 
timated at $137,977. 

Agricultural lands were damaged to 
/the extent of $1,041,462. Watershed 
_losses totaled $610,091, with range 
damage mounting to $301,026. 

While nature was starting only 139 
fires, arsonists touched off 724 blazes, 
Lightning kindled 111 in forest areas 
and 28 at valley points. 
| Comparison of the 1936 record with 
that of 1935 evidenced the extent of 
| the fire damage. Although 5,478 fires 
| were reported during the previous year, 
only 242,349 acres were burned for 
‘losses estimated at $819,751, Pratt said,
